relation between Judaism and 
Christianity especially in its 
Protestant manifestations, with 
their emphasis on the believing in- 
dividual. : 

Claude Montefiore in England 
was far-reaching in his aym- 
pathetic attitude to Christianity 
and felt that, despite its short- 
comings, Jewa had much to learn 
from the New Testament, 
(Montefiore, provoked a famous 
essay from the Zionlat philosopher 
Ahad Ha'am, who contended that 
any compromise between 
Judaism and Christianity Is im- 
possible and that the Gospels 
could: only be introduced into a 
Judaism which has lost its own 
true spirit.) 

A major step was the growing 
acholarly interest by Jews in the 
life and times of Jesus and Paul, 
with Paul generally (but not 
always) cast in the role of the 
villain who had detracted from 
the essentially Jewish message of 
Jesus. Martin Buber called Jesus 
‘my big brother,’’ and some 
Jewish thinkers created Jesus in 
thelr own Image: to Montefiore he 
was a Liberal Jew, to Joseph 
Klausner a Revistonist. 

The seminal figures in me 
evolution of the modern Jewis 
philosophical attitudes to 
Christianity are Rosenzweig and 
Buber. It was Rosenzweig who 
made the first major attempt to 
conatruct a-new relationship 
without polemic. He saw In 
Christianity one possible way to 
the truth, and pleaded that in fac- 
ing each other, Judaism and 
Christianity must ask for un- 
derstanding, not change. He 
suggested that truth may appear 
to man In the Jewish way and in 
the Christian way, and these stand 
united before God. Meanwhile 
nelther religion: must attempt to 
follow the path of the other. 

Buber iikewlse accepted the 
reality of Christianity ag a path to 
God while demanding that 


’ Christianity recognise Judalam as 


a path to God. 5 

But with all the recognitions of a 
common purpose, the differences 
were not glossed over. To Buber, 
for example, the doctrine of 
justification by faith separated 
Christianity from Judaism, and 
he rejected the Christian claim to 
ἃ monopoly on the path to salva- 
tion.
